SAIGON (AP) — Vice Presi- 


dent Nguyen Cao Ky denied to- 
day that he is the author of a 
plan to split the Vietnam peace 
talks into three sections, a plan 
which North Vietnam and the 
Viet Cong would be certain to 
reject. But Ky did not deny that 
the plan was under consideration 
by the Saigon government. 


Through a spokesman, Ky 


said that all suggestions made 
by him or others at the Paris 
talks had been approved in ad- 
vance by President Nguyen Van 
Thieu.

Raise for Nixon? 


$200,000 a Year 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


House has voted to raise 
Richard M. Nixon's presiden- 
tial salary to $200,000 a year, 
double the 
pay President 


Johnson received. 


If approved by the Senate 


and signed by President John- 
son, 
the raise would be only 


the fourth since George Wash- 
ington took the job for $25,000 
and the first since 1949 when 
Harry S Truman's salary was 
increased 
from 
$75,000 
to 


$100,000 yearly. 


The new salary would be 


supplemented by a $50,000 
annual e x p e n s e allowance, 
which is taxable, and a $40,000 
yearly travel allowance, which 
is not. 


With only one strong dis- 


sent, from a Republican, the 
House members rushed the 
bill through by voice vote 
Monday. To be effective it 
must become law before Nix- 
on is sworn in at noon Jan. 20, 
since the Constitution forbids 
changing a president's salary 
during his term. 


The 
presidential 
increase 


was recommended by a spe- 
cial commission headed by 
Frederick R. Kappel, former 
chairman of American Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Co. It also 
suggested sweeping increases 
in salaries paid other federal 
officials — including congress- 
men—but there is no constitu- 
tional deadline on those. 


The nine-member Kappel 


Commission reportedly recom- 
mended increasing the pay of 
congressmen from $30,000 to 
$50,000 a year; 
the chief 


justice from $40,000 to $75,000; 
associate justices from $39,500 
to $65,000; and cabinet offi- 
cers from $35,000 to $60,000. 
Other executives would get 
comparable raises. 


If Nixon gets the raise, 


federal taxes would trim his 
take home pay about $100,000 
a year, two ranking Demo- 
cratic backers of the increase 
said.

Hush-Hush Study Fails to Identify UFOs 
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BY FRANK CAREY

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


secret report on an Air Force- 
financed investigation of fly- 
ing saucers will say there is 
no scientific evidence to indi- 
cate that these unidentified 
flying objects are spaceships 
from another world. 


Informed sources said this 


will be the primary thrust of 
the closely-guarded report on a 
two-year study by a team of 
nongovernment scientists. 


The sources said the report 


will not claim that the study 
produced proof 
that 
UFOs 


are not manned surveillance 
craft from outer space. "You 


can't prove a negative," the 
sources said. 


Neither, they said, will it 


question the possibility that 
intelligent life exists beyond 
the earth. Instead, it will 
emphasize that the investiga- 
tion uncovered no scientific 
evidence to support conten- 
tions by various individual 
scientists and private organi- 
zations that flying saucers are 
visitors from a distant planet. 


The study, financed by a 


$500,000 grant from the Air 
Force, was made by a team 
of scientists under the direc- 
tion of Dr. Edward U. Condon 
of the University of Colorado. 


Tight security has' been 


imposed on tht project from 
the start, and authorities are 


still working hard to guard 
against leaks. 


The 1,000-page report has 


been turned over, at the Air 
Force's request, to a special 
appraisal 
committee 
of the 


National A c a d e m y of Sci- 
ences, which refuses to di- 
vulge any information, even 
the n a m e s of committee 
members. 


Findings of the 
academy 


committee are to be attached 
to the report for simultaneous 
release by the Air Force, now 
tentatively scheduled for Fri- 
day. 


It was learned that the only 


other copies of the report are 
locked in a" basement at the 
University of Colorado at 
Boulder. 


Dr. Condon, 65, a physicist 


and a former chief of the U.S. 
National Bureau of Standards, 
has repeatedly refused to talk 
about the 
findings 
of 
the 


project. 


Asked in an interview last 


February whether the study 
had made him a believer or 
disbeliever in the theory that 
flying saucers are spacecraft 
from other planets, he re- 
plied: 
" "I'm now getting to be more 
one way than the other, but 
I'm not going to tell you what 
that way is." 


Condon's project staff includ- 


ed a dozen astronomers, physi- 
cists, nnd psychologists. 
He 


also enlisted the aid of outside 
consultants, 
and 
contracted 


with 
private 
agencies for 


some research. 


The Air Force commission- 


ed Condon's study in the face 
of persistent criticism of its 
own UFO investigations, be- 
gun 30 years ago and still 
continuing. 


Critics of the Air Force 


claim its studies are biased 
against 
the possibility 
that 


UFOs are 
manned surveil- 


lance craft from outer space, 
and accuse it of withholding 
information that might prove 
the contention. The Air Force 
has vigorously denied both 
accusations. 


The upcoming report ap- 


pears certain to prompt re- 
newed controversy. 


Last May, the National In- 


vcstigations 
Committee 
o n 


Aerial Phenomena—a private 
group that gathers informa- 
tion on flying saucers—charg- 
ed that the Condon study 
lacked impartiality. The or- 
ganization said it had broken 
relations 
with 
the 
Condon 


group after what it called 17 
months of cooperation. 


That same month, Rep. J. 


Edward Roush, D-Ind., called 
for a congressional investiga- 
tion of flying saucers, saying 
the Condon study was floun- 
dering in dissension. 


He apparently referred to 


Condon's firing of two project 
scientists, Dr. David R. Saun- 
ders and Dr. Norman Irvine. 
Condon accused the two of 
"incompetence."

Hush-Hush Study Falls to Identify UFOs 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


secret report on an Air Force- 
financed investigation of fly- 
ing saucers will say there is 
no scientific evidence to indi- 
cate that those unidentified 
flying objects arc spaceships 
from another world. 


Inarmed sources said this 


will be the primary thrust of 
the closely-guarded report on a 
two-year study by a team of 
nongovernment scientists. 


The sources said the report 


will not claim that the study 
produced proof 
that 
UFOs 


are not manned surveillance 
craft from outer space. "You 


can't prove a negative," the 
sources said. 


Neither, they said, will it 


question the possibility that 
intelligent life exists beyond 
the earth. Instead, it will 
emphasize that the investiga- 
tion uncovered no scientific 
evidence to support conten- 
tions by various individual 
•.oio'iiisl's and private organi- 
zations that flying saucers arc 
visitors from a distant planet. 


The study, financed by a 


$500,000 grant from the Air 
Force, was made by a team 
of scientists under the direc- 
tion of Dr. Edward U. Condon 
of the University of Colorado. 


Tight security has been 


imposed on the project from 
the start, and authorities are 


still working hard to guard 
against leaks. 


The 1,000-page report has 


been turned over, at the Air 
Force's request, to a special 
appraisal committee of the 
National A c a d e m y of Sci- 
ences, whirh refuses to di- 
vulge any information, even 
the n a . m e s of committee 
members 


Findings of the academy 


committee arc to be attached 
to the report for simultaneous 
release by the Air Force, now 
tentatively scheduled for Fri- 
day. 


It was learned that the only 


other copies of the report are 
locked in a basement at the 
University 
of Colorado 
at 


Boulder. 


Dr. Condon, 65, a physicist 


and a former chief of the U.S. 
National Bureau of Standards, 
has repeatedly refused to talk 
about the 
findings of the 


project. 


Asked in an interview last 


February whether the study 
had made him a believer or 
disbeliever in the theory that 
flying saucers are spacecraft 
from other planets, he re- 
plied: 


"I'm now getting to be more 


one way than the other, but 
I'm not going to tell you what 
that way is." 


Condon's project staff includ- 


ed a dozen astronomers, physi- 
cists and psychologists. He 
also enlisted the aid of outside 
consultants, and contracted 


with 
private 
agencies 
for 


some research. 


The Air Force commission- 


ed Condon's study in the face 
of persistent criticism of its 
own UFO investigations, be- 
gun 20 years ago and still 
continuing. 


Critics of the Air Force 


claim its studies are biased 
against the possibility that 
UFOs arc manned surveil- 
lance craft from outer space, 
and accuse it of withholding 
information that might prove 
the contention. The Air Force 
has vigorously denied both 
accusations. 


The upcoming report ap- 


pears certain to prompt re- 
newed controversy.

vestigations Committee o n 
Aerial Phenomena—a private 
group that gathers informa- 
tion on flying saucers—charg- 
ed that the Condon study 
lacked impartiality.

Faculty and Student Group for 
Reform and Justice," also voted 
other measures. 


These include a silent vigil 


beginning late this morning in 
Dempsey Hall; a study-in at the 
university library; the presenta- 
tion of a petition demanding 
food money refunds; plans to 
hold a meeting Jan. 14 with the 
board of regents to discuss the 
clemency proposal.

The meeting Monday night

Science Hall on the campus. As 
previously planned, the students 
and faculty groups were to meet 
in separate lecture halls, but at 
7:30 p.m. both groups joined in 
one common meeting place.

Progress in Judicial Discipline 


At the last meeting of the joint 


Legislative Council, an advisory arm of the 
legislature, one of its leading lawyer 
members suggested that it is time to plan 
legislation to establish machinery to con- 
sider complaints against members of the 
judiciary. The concensus of the Council was 
that there was too little time remaining to 
make a competent study of the matter, but 
that the question should be given the 
highest priority for the next biennium, and 
head the list of interim studies after the 
conclusion 
of the work of the 
1969 


legislature. 


There is no suggestion here, or in the 


comment of the members of the Council in 
Madison, that there is a 
widespread 


problem of inefficiency or incapacity in the 
Wisconsin judiciary. Yet the fact is that the 
men who are appointed or elected to the 
bench are as vulnerable, with respect to 
physical or mental afflictions, 
as are 


ordinary citizens, and Wisconsin has thus 
far not provided a method for coping with 
the problem of the magistrate who is no 
longer able to perform the duties of his 
court. 


Not long ago a prominent Milwaukee 


judge committed suicide in tis chambers. 
An inquiry into the charge that he was 
subject to harassment by two attorneys who 
appeared in his court is underway. What- 
ever the conclusion of the investigation, it 
is a fair assumption from the circumstances 
reported that the judge was not in good 
health. In such situations, infrequent as we 
know them to be, there ought to be a 
method of replacing him, temporarily or 
permanently, through the intervention of 


Race for Moon fs Over 


There have been several hints from the 


Russians, before and since the tremendous- 
ly successful flight of Apollo 8 around the 
moon, that Soviet leaders have given up 
further competition to land first on the 
moon. 


Cosmonaut Gherman Titov. the second 


man in history to orbit the earth, said in an 
interview with a Bulgarian 
newspaper 


before Apollo 8's flight that "it is not very 
important to mankind who will reach the 
moon first, and when he will reach it — in 
1969 or 1970. . . . It is rewarding to be 
among the first I make no secret of it. But 
the spacemen's flights and flights of 
automatic stations with expensive devices 
aboard are not a sentimental stroll or 
experiments with advertisement purposes. 
Just like any other disclosure of secrets by 
man, the space flights are journeys into the 
unknown in which surprises are possible 
even after the most careful preparations. . . 
It would be sheer madness to send people 
to other planets without guarantee for 
their return to earth." Titov went on to 
expound on what he termed the Soviet 
approach with a maximum emphasis upon 
safety for the spacemen. 


Boris Petrov, chairman of the Soviet 


Council for International Co-operation in 
the Investigation and Utilization of Outer 
Space, said on Christmas that the Soviet 
Union was concentrating on automatic 
space stations rather than a lunar landing 
and another leading Russian scientist a few 


qualified commissions created for that 
purpose. Today there is no readily applic- 
able remedy for such a problem. 


Normally Wisconsin is in the vanguard 


of the states in recognizing and acting upon 
public problems. Thus we note, more in 
surprise than in criticism, that many other 
states are establishing methods to handle 
matters of judicial discipline and removal. 


The American Judicature Society in its 


recent bulletin notes that in legislation 
affecting the courts, the states of the 
country have made most progress recently 
in this area, and that 19 out of the 50 states 
have thus far established machinery of 
varying types to accommodate the occasion- 
al problem of the incompetent judge. Vot- 
ers of four states, indeed, approved such 
laws in recent constitutional referenda, 
each of which in turn resulted from the call 
of citizens' commissions initiated by bar and 
other groups concerned 
about judicial 


reform. 


Typically such legislation provides for 


the creation of nonpartisan commissions, 
consisting of members of high civic repute 
and experience, to hear complaints against 
judges and to take such actions as their 
findings indicate are necessary. It is time 
that Wisconsin gets into the parade. Chief 
Justice E. Harold Hallows, of the Wisconsin 
Supreme Court, has announced his can- 
didacy for re-election and has said that he is 
prepared to discuss matters touching upon 
the improvement of the judiciary. As a man 
of rich experience in private law practice, 
and more than a decade of service on the 
highest state tribunal which supervises the 
lower courts, he may have something to say 
on the topic that will be helpful.

Titov's statement may well have come 


in anticipation of the American Christmas 
flight and the realization that the Soviet 
Union was somewhat behind. The decisions 
of the Soviet leaders could be more than 
sour grapes, especially considering their 
rather remarkable congratulations to the 
United States after Apollo 8 had safely 
landed. At this point in history they may 
quite reasonably believe that the space 
stations will be of greater importance in 
long range space exploration than even the 
prestige that will come to the first nation 
that does land a man on the moon and 
bring him safely back. 


Until the American development of the 


Saturn V Rocket, the Russians were ahead 
of us in thrust power. They still are ahead 
in their ability for "soft" landings upon the 
earth of both their spacemen and their 
spaceships. Since they still conduct so 
many of their space experiments in secret 
although not as much as formerly, it may 
be that their advancements in placing space 
stations into orbit for future take-offs to 
the other planets may be considerably 
ahead of ours. 


But even if we do not generally believe 


official Russian statements of intent, it 
appears that the race for the moon is over 
even though no earthling has yet set foot 
upon it 


The lesson of Fort de Chartes 


There has been a lot of comment in the 


United States that we are overextended in 
our various military commitments around 
the world. If so, the Fort de Chartes located 
near Prairie Du Rocher in southern Illinois 
should provide a warning. 


The fort was first constructed somewhat 


closer to the the Mississippi River than its 
present site by the French in 1727. It 
washed away. Another was built in 1730 
but it was not cared for and fell into ruins. 
The third, begun in 1753, took three years 
and a million dollars and it nearly 
bankrupt the French Government back in 
Paris. 


The fort was constructed because the 


French 
thought the valley 
extremely 


valuable strategic ally for their adventure 
in North America and their conflicts with 
the equally ambitious British and the 
defiant Indians. The walls were 18 feet high 
and two feet thick and a massive cannon 


guarded the gate. The powder magazine 
was the largest in the New World and held 
tons of gunpowder. Four hundred men with 
muskets always loaded made up the 
garrison. 


The French for some reason also 


believed that the surrounding limestone 
cliffs held precious ore including silver. 
They brought 500 Negro slaves from the 
Caribbean to work the mines but no one 
found anything but limestone and the 
slaves were eventually set free in what was 
to become Illinois. 


There 
was never a shot fired. Th» 


war against the British was lost a long way 
from Fort de Chartes and the structure was 
taken over by the British in 1765. Six years 
later the troops moved out and burned 
what they could of Fort de Chartes. The 
ruins have now been reconstructed and it 
stands as a monument to man's ambition 
and folly.

Speaking of Overreaction. 


On The Right 
Arab Nations Have Decided Upon 
War of Terrorism Against Israel

Concerning the deteriorating 


situation in the Middle East, a 
few observations^ 


1) What is ^over-reaction" 


in the Israeli context? The 
governments of France and of 
England, which the other day 
joined in the resolution of 
censure against Israel, were 
on Israel's side 12 years ago in 
the a t t e m p t e d invation of 
Egypt, the purpose of which 
was to overthrow the gov- 
ernment of Nasser. I for one 
wish now, as I wished then, 
that the three powers had 
succeeded in their enterprise. 
But surely the provocations 
against France and England in 
1956 cannot be compared with 
the provocations against Israel 
in 1968; and yet here we all 
are criticizing Israel's "over- 
reaction." 


What about the problems of 


under-reaction? The United 
States, contrary to the prevail- 
ing myth, has so studiously 
under-reacted in Vietnam that 
we have ended in stalemate, 
jeopardizing our Far Eastern 
policy, bringing us at home to 
the nearest thing to chaos we 
have had since the Civil War. 
Would that we had over-react- 
ed about eight years ago, 
when the National Liberation 
Front first went into action. 
The situation over there would 
long since have stabilized, and 
a tot of people now dead would 
be alive. 


2) The Israelis are apparent- 


ly aware of one development 
but do not appear to be aware 
of another. They are aware 
that the Arabs have resolved 
on a d i f f e r e n t approach 
against Israel. The d i r e c t 
massive military stand-up en- 


gagement is out, as much so 
in the Mideast as in South 
Vietnam and for much the 
same reason: the Arabs can- 
not lick the Israelis in direct

warfare even as the VC cannot 
lick the South Vietnamese in 
direct warfare. Enter terror- 
ism. 


The Israelis apparently fear 


terrorism, as who does not. 
The Israelis know how ef- 
ficacious terrorism is, indeed 
they themselves engaged in it 
against the English before 
1948. The argument by the 
Lebanese Government that it 
had not condoned the terror- 
ism against El Al airline in 
Athens is by no means govern- 
ing. In the first place, one 
simply does not know whether 
it is true. In the second place, 
the Arab terrorist in Athens 
instantly became a public hero 
throughout the Arab world, 
where an anti-Israel kamikaze 
fraternity has sprung out of 
the groins of anti-Israeli fanat- 
icism nurtured by the Arabs 
over a period of 20 years. 
Another way to put it is: what 
could the Israeli government 
have done to protest the 
terrorism? Bearing in mind 
that Israel has got to do 


something, because a spread 
of 
uncontrollable terrorism 


would mean the end of Israel, 
even as it almost meant the 
end of South Vietnam. 


3.) Israel, in the context of 


her concern to survive, can 
make a case for doing what 
she did. What she apparently 
does not realize is that her 
survival requires a tandem 
operation, of robust self-de- 
fense at home and, abroad, the 
maintenance of friendly rela- 
tions with the United States 
Government. 


During the campaign, Rich- 


ard Nixon went as far as any 
reasonable Israeli could wish 
in guaranteeing Israel's sur- 
vival. But Mr. Nixon's posi- 
tion, like that of his prede- 
cessors, is based not merely 
on sympathy for a brave and 
resolute people. It is based on 
the stark knowledge that these 
people have powerful friends 
in America whose sympathy is 
a prime political asset. The 
American people have been 
pro-Israel over the years for 
the best of reasons, admiring 
as we have those qualities in 
the Israeli enterprise which so 
closely correspond with those 
of the early Americans who 
doggedly established t h e m- 
selves on this continent. 


But Israel has lost her 


strategic cunning if she is 
unaware that unnecessary ob- 
duracy could hurt her in the 
United States. Now, then, is 
the time to proffer sipificant 
concessions in return for offi- 
cial non-belligerency by the 
Arab powers. Not that the 
Arabs would accept this — for 
a while. But the Israelis need 
to appear to be reasonable; 
indeed, they need to be rea- 
sonable.

in trouble and to retreat into 
the privacy of the caucus

Strictly Personal 
Teacher Grateful for 
Few 'Trouble-Makers'

A high school history teach- 


er was saying the other day 
that he wished he had a few 
"trouble-makers" in his class. 
The problem with most of my 
kids," he said, "is that they're 
too passive and uninterested. 
They don't seem to have any 
particular values at all." 


I think he is right, and we 


ought to be grateful for our 
dissident students in the col- 
leges — who, after all, are 
deeply concerned with values 
and goals, even if they don't 
happen to be the values or 
goals of The Establishment. 


The great majority of stu- 


dents are not so much dutiful 
as they are unconcerned. Most 
of them are disenchanted with 
the educational and social 
structure they have grown up 
in, but they aren't looking for 
ways to reform or improve it 
— they live in a moral and 
intellectual void, trying to get 
decent grades and then a 
satisfactory job. 


But that isn't enough these 


days. Whatever the faults of 
the college dissidents — and 
there are plenty — they at 
least recognize that time is 
running out on the world, that 
it is not realistic merely to 
reject old standards without 
proposing some positive sub- 
stitutions. To make no choice, 
as William James said long 
ago, is itself a choice.
